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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This action is in response to Applicant's submission filed 6/25/09, responding to the 
3/26/09 Office action which detailed the rejection of claims 33-61. Claims 32, 47, and 57 have 
been amended, and claims 60-62 have been canceled. Claims 33-59 remain pending in the 
application and have been fully considered by the examiner. 



Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed 6/25/09 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(2), which requires a legible copy of each cited foreign patent document; each non-patent 
literature publication or that portion which caused it to be listed; and all other information or that 
portion which caused it to be listed. Several references cited as Non-Patent Literature on pages 
3-4 of the IDS were not found in the 6/25/09 filing. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. 

3. The information disclosure statement filed 6/25/09 fails to comply with 37 CFR 
1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, as it is presently 
understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1 .56(c) most knowledgeable about the 
content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in the English language. Several 
references cited in the "Foreign Patent Documents" section on page 1 of the 6/25/09 IDS were 
not filed with a concise explanation of relevance. It has been placed in the application file, but 
the information referred to therein has not been considered. 
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Response to Arguments 

4. The amendments of claims 33 and 47 have overcome the rejections under 35 U.S. C. § 
101 and 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, respectively. Accordingly, the rejections have been 
withdrawn. 

5. Applicant's arguments, see pages 12-14, filed 6/25/09, with respect to the rejection of 
claims 33, 34, and 37-46 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) have been fully considered and are 
persuasive. The rejection of claims 33, 34, and 37-46 has been withdrawn. Applicant's 
remaining arguments on pages 14-16 are similarly persuasive. Likewise, the rejections of claims 
35-36 and 47-59 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) have been withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 33-59 are allowed.
